The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S. C 102(e) as being anticipated by Sakaki, US 
Patent No. 7,002,812. 

The above claims are clearly anticipated by Sakaki' s figures 1 1 A-l IB and accompanying 
text which discloses a liquid crystal module (100) comprising a glass substrate (panel 31) having 
a display area (inside panel 3 1) and a peripheral area (peripheral panel 31), a gate driver chip 
(40), a source driver chip (36) wherein both driver chip having a thickness of less than 0.3mm 
and bendable (col 1 1, In 40) as claimed.
